Do you ever feel 
like The Misfits don't come 
to your town enough? Are 
you going through with¬ 
drawal because you 
haven't seen your favorite 
band in 6 months? Has it 
been so long since your 
last Misfits show that you 
don't even remember what 
Jerry Only looks like? 

You fiends don't realize 
how spoiled you are! 

Since their touring 
"officially' started on 
March 12, 1996, The 
Misfits have performed 
live over 298 times. 

They've become a virtual 
touring monster, playing in 
38 states, 24 countries, 
and 236 different venues. 

In 1997 alone, they hit the 
stage 123 times, averag¬ 
ing more than one show 
every three days out of 
that year! Although there 
are no hard facts, it's safe 
to say that very close to a 
million tickets to Misfits 
shows have been sold in 
the past 3 years. 

Compare this to the 
■old days'. From April 
1977 until October 1983; a 
period of time frighteningly 
close to 6 years, 6 
months, and 6 days in 
length, The Misfits per¬ 
formed live about 125 
times. Today's band 
eclipsed this number in 
their first year and a half 
back on the job! At their 
peak, the largest that the 
Earth AD. lineup played to 
was an audience of about 
3,000. This past summer, 
however, The Misfits 
played in front of an audi¬ 
ence of over 


20,000 on one night 
alone! 

What's the band's 
favorite time of the year 
to play? Halloween, of 
course! Since 1977, The 
Misfits have made it a 
tradition to do a special 
show on Halloween. In 
1980, for Doyle's first 
show, they burst out of 
coffins and onto the 
stage. In 1996, they sur¬ 
prised the fiends by 
wearing Star Trek uni¬ 
forms (incidentally, mak¬ 
ing them the LARGEST 
astronauts to search the 
■final frontier'!). They 
will always have new 
tricks up their sleeves. 

It's no secret that 
today's Misfits get 
around. If you missed 
them last time, or if they 
just haven't gotten to 
your town yet, odds are 
they'll be there soon. 

With a new album due 
out in '99, the band is 
sure to be out haunting 
the road again before 
you know it!
